AN ACT Relating to siting of branch offices of state departnents;
and anendi ng RCW 43. 17. 050.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW43.17.050 and 1965 ¢ 8 s 43.17.050 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) Each departnent shall mintain its principal office at the
state capital. The director of each departnent may, with the approval
of the governor, establish and maintain branch offices at other places
than the state capital for the conduct of one or nore of the functions
of his or her departnent.

(2) A geographically equal distribution of all departnental branch
offices across the state shall be a goal of all departnental directors

deci sions reqgarding the placenment of each newy created or relocated
branch office. Q@ubernatorial approval or disapproval of all directors'

deci si ons, where necessary, shall be made in furtherance of the goal of

the geographically equal distribution of all branch offices.
(3) The directors of all departnents shall give priority to
counties with less than one mllion popul ati on whenever they consi der
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the establishnment of a new branch office or the relocation of an
exi sting branch office.

(4) The governor, in his or her discretion, may require all
admnistrative departnents of the state and the appointive officers
t hereof, other than those created by this chapter, to maintain their
principal offices at the state capital in roons to be furnished by the
di rector of general adm nistration.
